THE SCENE AS RELATED TO 

THE BEE BY AN EYE WITNESS. 



Mr. Odie Davi«, who was a 
passenger on the ill-fated I. C. 
passenger train 102 north bound, 
Friday, relates the accident as 
follows : 

Passenger train No. 102, north- 
bound from New Orleans to 
ijouisville on the Illinois Central 
■aid, was wrecked at MeHenry 
Wdftf night. Engineer James 
Mat this and Fireman John 
',.err, both of Louisville, were 
miltd outright. The mail clerk 
and baggage matter were slightly 
• injured, 0 passenger coaches left 
the track and ten or twelve pas- 
sengers were more or less injured. 

No. 102 is a through train from 
New Orleans to Louisville. It 
was three hours behind time and 
was running at a high rate of 
speed. As the train approached 
the depot at McHenry it sudden- 
ly seemed to leap from tho track. 
The engine turned completely 
over. The engineer and fireman 
were caught underneath it and 
killed outright. The baggage 
and mail cars and the three pas- 
senger coaches also left the track 
and piled up in the ditch. 

A wrecking train from Central 
City was sent ont. All the phy- 
sicians of the town were pressed 
into service and sent on the train 
to care for the injured crew and 
the passengers. 

The agent at McHenry says the 
train left the track about 100 
yards before it reached the depot 
and ran along on the ties at a 
terrific rate of speed. When the 
depot was reached the engine 
left the track and crashed into a 
treBtle on the side track. 

It is believed the wreck was 
caused by the truck of the engine 
striking a projection on the side 
of a coal dump or running over a 
pile of coal near the dump. 

Sup't Philbrick had a close call 
for his life, as lie intended to ride 
with the engineer and had gotten 
in the engine at Central City. 
Just before the train pulled out 
someone culled him from the cab 
and while they were talking the 
train pulled out, thus causing 
him to catch one of tho coaches. 
Mr. Philbrick was in the sleeper 
at the time of the accident and 
was uninjured.

ASSOCIATION OF EMPLOYERS. 
Louisville Business Men fl 

r ■ ,g u 

■ or jtw iroicciion. 

The Employers' Association of 
Louisville was organized in that 
city Monday, after considerable 
preliminary work among the 
manufacturers and business men 
of Kentucky's metropolis prepar- 
ing the way for a general getting 
together on protective lines. The 
objects of the association are set 
forth as : 

First — To protect its members 
in their right to manage their re- 
spective businesses in such law- 
ful manner as they may deem 
proper. 

Second— The adoption of a uni- 
form legitimate system, where 
by members may ascertain who 
iB and who is not worthy of their 
employment. 

Third— The investigation and 
adjustment, by the proper officers 
or committees of the association, 
of any question arising between 
members and their employes, 
when such question will be sub- 
mitted to the association for ad- 
justment. 

Fourth— To endeavor to make 
it possible for any person to ob- 
tain employment without being 
obliged to join a labor organiza- 
tion, and to encourage all such 
persons in their efforts to resist 
the compulsory methods of or- 
ganized labor. 

Fifth— To protect its members 
in such manner as may be deem- 
ed expedient and proper against 
legislative, municipal and other 
political encroachments.

800 Out ol Employment. 

Eight hundred people, com- 
prising the working population 
of Audubon, a Henderson suburb, 
were thrown out of employment 
when the big cotton mill closed 
down for an indefinite period. 
The operators claim that the 
close-down is on account of the 
scarcity and high price of cotton. 

This is the first time in its his- 
tory of seventeen years that this 
organization has stopped work. 
The weekly pay roll of the mills 
amounts to something like $3,000. 

The reasons given by the man- 
agement for closing down the 
mill are as follows : 

"The speculators have put up 
the price of cotton fully two cents 
above its statistical or market 
value and at the present price of 
middling cotton the mill would 
stand to lose fully if not more 
than $100 a day at the present 
market price of goods- 
Two deputy Sheriffs were sworn 
in to guard the mill property.

Among the speakers was D. 
M. Parry, President of the Na- 
tional Association of Manufac- 
turers. 

"The never ending procession 
of strikes," said Mr. Parry, "and 
the demands of organized labor 
are arousing a fear that chaos in 
place of order will soon be the 
rule." 

He condemned conciliation as 
now carried out, as unjust, be- 
cause it means taking the de- 
mands of the union and scaling 
them down one-half. 

"Anyone who objects to such 
arbitration, we are told, is 
against the golden rule," said 
Mr. Parry. "It is remarkable 
the number of men who are adver- 
tising themselves as humble fol- 
lowers of the golden rule. It 
seems to have become an excel- 
lent phrase with which to boost 
one's self into public office. 

"If conciliatory arbitration 
must come as the noted Senator 
says, tben I should like to know 
if it will be permitted for the 
employers to make demands and 
have them arbitrated. It is a 
poor rule that does not work 
both ways."

SEBREE BLINDTIGERITES 

JAILED AT OWENSBORO. 
Thoujht They Had Dodjed the Law But 
a Crooked License Did Not Protect. 

The following dispatch from 
Owensboro has a local interest 
for Bkk readers for the reason 
that Earlington officers took a 
hand in the detection of these 
violators of Sebree local option 
and the revenue laws that Uncle 
Sam is looking after closely these 
days: 

Owensboro, Ky., May 14. 
Charles Harris and Jesse Melton 
were brought here this afternoon 
by Deputy United States Marshal 
Gilliland and lodged in jail. 
They were arrested at Sebree for 
selling whisky without license, 
They were indicted at the last 
sitting of the Federal grand jury. 

These men were arrested some 
months ago through the efforts of 
the Sebree authorities, assisted 
very materially by City Marshal 
Lindle and Deputy Clark, both 
of Earlington. They were taken 
to Owensboro where they man- 
aged to secure license dated back 
to cover the time in which the 
offense was committed and the 
Commissioner could do nothing 
else but release them. 

Under a more recent construc- 
tion of the law, however, these 
men have been arrested under 
indictment by the last Federal 
grand jury and must answer the 

charge. 

YALE STUDENTS ARE 

GOOD STRIKE BREAKERS. 

College Men Take Striking Teamsters' 
Places and Make Better Hands. 



New Haven, Conn., May 14. 
Yale men have undertaken to 
break the teamsters' strike here. 

A party of them, who refused to 
give their names, offered their 
services to the employers today. 
They were gladly accepted, and 
during the morning a number of 
youths, who were quite evident- 
ly unused to the work, were 
seen dressed in overalls and 
jumpers, guiding two and four 
and in some cases six horses 
through the city streets. 

W. A. Bishop of the firm of 
Peck and Bishop, said: "We 
are getting more work out of the 
Yale men than we do out of our 
regular hands. They are hustlers. 
Many of them have refused to 
accept pay for the work, sayin; 
they are in sympathy with us 
and are willing to help break the 
strike. The men say they are 
not afraid, but we asked for po- 
lice protection for them in such 
places as we think they would 
be apt to meet with trouble. 1 

It is rumored that one of the 
principal members of the crowd 
of Yale strike breakers is the 
son of a wealthy team owne 
Chicago, who was affected by 
the great teamster strike in that 
city. The story goes that during 
the Chicago strike a brother of 
the young man went on one of 
his father's teams and was killed 
in a riot with the strikers. This 
is said to have spurred the Yale 
man on to assist the local boss 
teamsters and lead the move- 
ment to break the strike.

FIGHT FOR HIS SON 

Green River Farmer Trying to Get His 
Boy From Indiana. 

A special from Evausville 
says: Leonard J. Shutt, of Ken- 
tucky, has brought habeas corp- 
us proceedings in the Vander- 
burg County Circuit Court here 
against the Board of Children's 
Guardians asking for the custody 
of his son, Willie Shutt, aged 0. 
The Shutt boy was abandoned 
by his mother in this city over a 
year ago and was finally turned 
over to the Children's Home. 
The father, who lives in the 
Green River section of Ken- 
tucky, did not know the where- 
abouts of the boy. About a year 
ago the boy was kidnapped while 
on his way from school and tak- 
en to Corydon, Ky., where he 
was turned over to a farmer nam- 
ed Bennett. George Webb was 
arrested for kidnappieg the boy 
and three weeks ago was senten- 
ced to the State prison for a per- 
iod of from two to fourteen 
years. It was the first case of a 
conviction in a kidnapping case 
n this part of the State.

The managers of 
the Children's Home are fighting 
the application of the elder Shutt 
on the ground that it is for the 
purpose of taking away the boy 
in order to free Webb, as the lad 
was the main witness in the trial 
against Webb.

1 MINES AND MINING NEWS ! 



Mr. Lee Wolf, of Alt. Vernon, 
lrnl., lias purchased an interest 
in what was known as the Kings- 
ton Coal Mine, between Norton- 
ville and Mortons Gap on the 
line of the L & N. This com- 
pany will now lie known as the 
Woil'- Kingston Mine. 

(i. B. Burden took Henry 
Jenkins, an employe of the Oak 
Hill Coal Co., fox hunting Mon- 
day night. They had four cood 
dogs and had unusual luck, get- 
ting the fox started by eight 
o'clock. After an all night run 
they returned home about day- 
light. Jenkins says he likes fox 
hunting but an all night run is a 
little too much for him. 

The chain that hauls the emp- 
ty cars from No. 9 broke at the 
top of the slope Monday. There 
were 10 empty cars attached to 
it and went rapidly down the 
slope. A colored boy rode the 
cars from top to bottom and was 
uninjured. Two or three of the 
:ars were mashed and otherwise 
injured. 

No. 11 did not run Tuesday on 
account of the scarcety of cars. 

A meeting of the directors and 
stockholders of the St. Bernard 
Mining Co. was held in their 
office at this place Monday and 
Tuesday. 

Dan M. Evans, C. H. McGary.

A four horse wagon containing 
four coal cars passed through 
Madisonville Monday going to 
some mine on the I. C. R. K.

When he had finished speak- 
ing one of the miners' officials, 
who had not been favored with 
many educational advantages in 
his youth, said, said : 

We contend that abdominal 
conditions do exist in this case, 
and we ask for a proper and fair 
settlement, in view of those ab- 
domiual conditions which we 
have just shown, and if we don't 
get it we shall be obliged to quit 
work." 

The mine operators took the 
question under advisemeut and 
are yet puzzled as to the real 
conditions cited. 

The Central Federated Union, 
of New York City, advised a 
strike of the laborers employed 
on the underground tunnel and 
in excavations for new buildings 
and t hen endorsed the strike. 
Those laborers are mostly Ital- 
ians, many of whom have not 
been in this country but a few 
weeks or months and are unable 
to speak a word of English.

the United Confederate Veterans. 

Never in the history of the city 
have such lavish preparations been 
made for th« reception and enter- 
tainment of people from abroad as 
have been made for this occasion, 
and from all appearances they will 
be successful to the last degree.

"Along in 1853 the Twilight 
City set out from Louisville 
a cargo of whisky and supplies 
for the Northwest. Gold hunt- 
ers were making big stakes on 
both slopes of the Rockies, and 
prospectors were willing to pay 
good prices for whisky. The 
steamboat carried about as good 

brand of Bourbon as ever went 
out of the Bluegrass State. She 
took on more supplies at St, Lou- 

and proceeded up the Mis- 
souri. Everything went all right 
until the boat passed St. Joseph. 
But one night the packet struck 
a snag and sank in ihe middle of 
the channel. 

'Ordinarily it would have been 
easy enough to recover the cargo 
of the packet, but unusual con- 
ditions accompanied the voyage 
of the Twilight City. The pilot 
did not know the river very well. 
There was danger of attack by 
Indians, for it must be remem- 
bered that 50 years ago Omaha 
was nothing but a trading post. 
For this reason no immediate at- 
tempt was made to raise the 



boat. The shifting bed of the 
Missouri did the rest. A big 
freshet came in the following 
spring, and the turbid stream se- 
lected a new channel. The own- 
ers thought they would be able 
to find traces of their boat, but 
the quicksands had buried the 
packet until not even the smoke- 
stack was visible. 

"For years efforts have been 
made to find the Twilight City. 
Excavations have been made in 
the old bed and steam drills have 
been set to work over the spot 
rhere it was thought the vessel 
ad gone down. Thousands of 
dollars have been spent in the 
search. About a month ago some 
capitalists, who had been inter- 
ested in a former effort to find 
the lost boat, got a trace of an 
old man who was a cabin boy on 
the packet at the time she sank. 
He claimed to be able to show 
the position of the boat, and pro- 
duced an old chart of the river 
which was used 50 years ago. 
This syndicate expects to find the 
liquid treasure, whose value 
some are enthusiastic enough to 
value at $500,000."— New York
